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INTRODUCTION

The Aerospace, Marine and Electronics Systems (AMES) Sector of 
Public Works and Government Services Canada (PWGSC) provides 
procurement services relating to the aerospace, marine, armoured 
vehicle, armament and electronics systems requirements for federal 
departments, Crown corporations and other government organizations. 
Foreign government requirements are normally processed by the 
Canadian Commercial Corporation. 


AMES procures two to three billion dollars in goods and services 
annually and has approximately 500 employees. The Department of 
National Defence is the primary customer of AMES, representing 80 
percent of the business volume. 


AMES’ contracting activities are mainly for engineering systems and 
are highly technical and non-commercial, involving unique, often 
complex requirements. 


The AMES Sector has updated and modernized its method of 
awarding contracts. Much of the business is now done by using the 
MER<X electronic tendering system. Because of its procurement 
activities involving complex engineering systems, and for reasons of 
security and public safety, AMES reserves the right to qualify 
interested suppliers to ensure only those that are responsive and 
compliant are considered. Following award of contracts, considerable 
effort is devoted to administering and enforcing contracts, and 
ensuring that the performance and quality levels of end products meet 
clienrequirements. 


AMES’ activities are roughly split between Acquisition and Major 
Crown Projects (MCP) service lines. The Acquisition service line 
comprises two procurement organizations: Aerospace and Electronics, 
and Marine and Armament. The MCP service line manages the 
majority of the Major Crown Projects within PWGSC. 


This organization is responsible for acquiring a wide range of 
technically complex aerospace, electronics and electro-optical 
systems. These include military and civilian aircraft and related 
mechanical, electrical and electronics systems and equipment, spares, 
and communications and detection systems. It also acquires various 
services such as engineering, repair and overhaul and maintenance 
services, modifications component repair, and publications 
maintenance and revision services. 


This organization acquires military and civilian ships and boats, and 
manages ship refit, conversion and drydocking contracts. It is also 
responsible for acquiring a broad range of mechanical and electrical 
equipment, including spare parts for use aboard vessels, along with 
related services such as engineering, repair and overhaul and in- 
service ships maintenance. 


The organization is responsible for conducting inspections of all 
civilian ships, boats and associated equipment. It provides client 
departments with a wide variety of technical services, such as 
condition surveys on ships, specification preparation and technical 
advice. 


It also acquires a wide range of technically complex armament 
systems such as armoured vehicles and large and small calibre 
weapons and ammunition, as well as engineering repair and overhaul 
and maintenance services, and spare parts support to meet federal 
government and foreign government requirements. 


The Washington and European Directorates also report to the AMES 
Sector. 


The Washington Directorate, located in the Canadian embassy, 
provides acquisition management services for all procurements of 
goods and services from the United States foreign military sales 
program and facilitates liaison between Canadian and United States 
government departments. It is the only Canadian procurement office 
accredited to the United States armed services. It also assists and 
represents the Canadian Commercial Corporation (CCC) in the 
promotion of business opportunities for Canadian industry. The 
Directorate contributes to the enhancement of Canadian trade 
opportunities with the United States by working with the economic 
section within the embassy. 


The European Directorate, comprising of the London office located in 
England and the Koblenz office located in Germany, is responsible for 
serving the needs of customer departments located in Canada as well 
as federal agencies overseas. 


The London office is responsible for procurement, mainly of 
specialized, unique items from all countries in Europe, including the 
Netherlands, Italy and Scandinavian countries. This office also 
provides a field contract administration service for major contracts 
placed directly from Canada, and a security clearance facility for 
Canadian government and industrial personnel visiting United 
Kingdom secure facilities. 
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The Koblenz office supports the Canadian Forces in Europe and 
Canada through purchases from continental Europe. This office also 
provides Receiver General services to the Department of National 
Defence in Europe, as well as Crown assets disposal services. 


The Director General of the AMES Sector is the service line manager 
for all Major Crown Projects (MCPs) managed by the Supply 
Operations Service Branch of PWGSC. Major Crown Projects are 
high-risk, complex, politically sensitive projects valued at over 

$100 million. 


The supplier base involved in MCPs covers nearly every industrial 
sector within Canada, and involves large companies as prime 
contractors and small suppliers and consultants as subcontractors. 


A list of Major Crown Projects appears in Annex A. 


The Management Services Division provides operational support, 
contract quality control and contract audit services for the AMES 
Sector. This Division also provides production assets management 
services on behalf of PWGSC by managing and controlling 
production assets held by contractors across Canada. 


The Contractual Costing Services Division provides cost analysis 
support services to all contracting personnel throughout the Supply 
Operations Service Branch of PWGSC. These services include 
contractor financial viability analysis, contractual financial advice and 
the development of financial policy in support of procurement. 


The Industrial Security Division is responsible for administering and 
managing the industrial security program and the U.S./Canada joint 
certification program on behalf of PWGSC. 


The procurement process carried out by the AMES Sector is much like 
the process in many private-sector organizations where the acquisition 
of capital goods and services serves corporate objectives. 


Through the statutory authority conferred on its Minister, PWGSC has 
exclusive authority to acquire and provide materiel and services for 
nearly all departments and agencies. 


Under the Defence Production Act, the Minister possesses specific 
powers in relation to defence supplies and equipment. 


AMES is responsible for the following basic procurement steps with 
the exception of “defining the requirement’, which is a function 
generally performed by the client departments: 


m identifying capable sources of supply; 
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developing a procurement plan and strategy; 
soliciting and evaluating bids; 
preparing and negotiating a contract; 


approving and awarding a contract; and 


monitoring and enforcing contractual requirements to a successful 
conclusion. 


Public Works and Government Services Canada (PWGSC) has been 
making its operations more visible, efficient and equitable. PWGSC’s 
open bidding policy provides greater access to federal government 
opportunities for all firms. Most PWGSC goods and services 
contracts valued at more than $25,000 fall under the open bidding 
policy. 


Except for those procurements covered under the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), the World Trade Organization 
Agreement on Government Procurement (WTO-AGP) or the 
Agreement on Internal Trade (AIT), the open bidding process is not 
required for the following: 


procurements for the protection of Canada’s essential security 
interests; 


local procurements made by PWGSC offices abroad; 
Major Crown Projects; 


® procurements subject to direction by Cabinet, legislation or 
regulations, such as the Small Arms Replacement Project, 
Munitions Supply Programs, Defence Industry Productivity 
Program (DIPP), FMS, and the Shipbuilding Policy; 


procurements subject to the Canada/U.S. Defence Production 
Sharing Program or the European research, development and 
production agreements; and 


®™ procurements for the Canadian Commercial Corporation (CCC). 


MERxX is a new Internet-based electronic tendering system that 
advertises government contracting opportunities to potential bidders 
across Canada. Users with Internet access will - at no charge - be able 
to search the MERX database for opportunities and view procurement 
notices. 


To ensure that individuals and small businesses without Internet 
access continue to have access to Government of Canada business 
opportunities, full on-line access to MERX will be available via dial- 
up services, such as Datapac. 
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MERxX< is also a bid document distribution service. Once a user 
identifies an opportunity of interest, several options are available for 
obtaining the necessary bid documents from MERX: fax, courier, 
regular mail or the most economical and fastest delivery option — 
downloading the document from the MERX Web site. Users can 
choose the method that best suits their needs. 


As well, MERX provides access - at no charge - to an on-line library 
of useful procurement references and information, including 
PWGSC’s Standard Acquisition Clauses and Conditions (SACC) 
Manual, and standard terms and conditions of the federal government 
standard construction contract. 


MERxX< retains the basic and familiar components of the Open Bidding 
Service (OBS), while offering additional features and benefits. 


As with the OBS, most PWGSC bidding opportunities for goods and 
services valued at over $25,000 are advertised on MERX, as well as 
construction, maintenance, architecture, engineering and leasing 
opportunities over $60,000, communications services valued at over 
$50,000 and printing requirements valued at over $10,000. 


In addition to Government of Canada requirements, MERX will 
advertise provincial, territorial and other public-sector contracting 
opportunities.

The Government Business Opportunities (GBO) bulletin is a 
publication that contains only opportunities and contract award notices 
that are subject to the international trade agreements, e.g. the North 
American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) and World Trade 
Organization—Agreement on Government Procurement (WTO-AGP), 
formly known as the GATT. The GBO is published twice weekly, 
every Tuesday and Friday. To order a bid document, however, you 
must subscribe to the MERX electronic tendering system.

The Comprehensive Land Claims Agreements (CLCAs) define 
Aboriginal rights and contain specific government obligations which 
apply when contracting for the provision of goods and services in 
areas subject to CLCAs, regardless of value. 


The World Trade Organization Agreement on Government 
Procurement (WTO-AGP) and the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA), Chapter 10, set out a framework of rules aimed 
at reducing discrimination against foreign suppliers of signatory 
countries for certain government procurements. 


The WTO-AGP covers goods and services procurements with an 
estimated value of $259,500 Canadian or more. 


The NAFTA covers procurements of goods with an estimated value of 
$25,000 US ($34,300 Canadian) or more, and services valued at 
$50,000 US ($70,700 Canadian) or more. Exclusions from WTO- 
AGP and NAFTA include procurement related to Canada’s essential 
security interests, shipbuilding and repair and certain commodities for 
the departments of Transport, Communications, and Fisheries and 
Oceans. 


The Agreement on Internal Trade (AIT) is an agreement on Canadian 
internal trade which aims to reduce barriers to trade within Canada. 
The AIT covers procurements of goods with an estimated value of 
$25,000 Canadian or more, and services valued at $100,000 Canadian 
or more, with certain exclusions relating to the protection of Canada’s 
essential security interests. 


The trade agreements are not mutually exclusive, and more than one 
agreement can apply to a procurement. 


PWGSC procurements subject to the Canadian Content Policy give 
preferential status to suppliers of Canadian goods and services. In 
order to qualify as Canadian, goods offered must be wholly produced 
or significantly transformed in Canada and services performed must 
be provided by Canadian-based personnel. 


PWGSC will identify, on a bid-by-bid basis, when an opportunity is 
subject to the Canadian Content Policy; the onus is on bidders to 
certify when the bid meets the definition of Canadian content. This 
policy generally applies: 


m to competitive purchases under PWGSC’s Open Bidding Policy 
(opportunities valued at $25,000 or more); and 
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m only when there is sufficient domestic competition - i.e. three or 
more suppliers of qualified Canadian goods and services. 


Bids composed of a mix of goods and services must certify that at 
least 80% of the total bid price consists of qualified goods and 
services in order to receive special priority group status. 


Procurements governed by our international obligations, namely 
NAFTA and WTO-AGP, are not subject to the Canadian Content 
Policy. 


BID SOLICITATION AMES strives to achieve best value in procurement and to satisfy 
client department requirements. To achieve this objective, five 


guiding principles must be adhered to throughout the procurement 
process: 
® integrity - supply activities will be open, fair and honest; 


®™ national objectives - supply activities will follow established 
government national socio-economic policies, within the limits 
imposed by international trade obligations; 


m™ client service - every reasonable effort will be made to satisfy the 
operational requirements of its clients, while obtaining best value 
in each procurement process; 


™ competition - procurement will be competitive, with specific 
exceptions; and, 

m™ equal treatment - all potential suppliers of a particular requirement 
are subject to the same conditions. 


Non-competitive bids are sometimes sought to satisfy the customer’s 
requirement. Such solicitation may be required because of: 

a low-dollar-value procurement, 

a pressing emergency, or urgency, 


the sensitivity of the procurement and/or security, 


the fact that only one supplier can perform the contract. 


Where applicable, socio-economic initiatives of the government are 
often addressed in the bid solicitation process. For example, 
employment equity was enacted to promote employment parity in the 
workforce. 


AMES normally solicits bids through a Request for Proposal (RFP), 
where all bids are assessed for technical and managerial acceptability 
as well as price. 
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The evaluation criteria are summarized in the Request for Proposal 
(RFP) document. Usually, evaluation criteria are broken into four 
categories: 


m conformity with schedule, 
technical and managerial acceptability, 
m@ price, and 
® contribution to national objectives, when applicable. 


Technical and managerial acceptability can be assessed against 
mandatory or rated requirements or a combination thereof. 


Contributions to national objectives may involve industrial benefits, 
regional considerations, employment and/or the extent of Canadian 
value added. 


As part of the evaluation of price, the total life cycle cost to the 
government may be assessed. 


Once a contract has been awarded, AMES ensures its successful 
completion in accordance with the contractual commitments made. 


This requires monitoring of contract time, cost and performance 
conditions, expediting delivery, ensuring quality, and negotiating 
design changes and contract amendments when necessary. 


In addition, AMES procurement officers establish audit and security 
arrangements and are directly involved in contract settlement and 
termination negotiations where required. 


To avoid deviations from contractual requirements that can lead to 
major cost over-runs, AMES officers regularly monitor contractual 
commitments. This can include: 


monitoring cash flow for compatibility with customer funding; 


liaising with the customer and contractor in analysing problems 
that may result in contract amendments, or in providing 
information and advising on contracting issues; 

m™ verifying progress and time claims; and 

® carrying out financial audits. 

AMES officers also monitor progress of work and costs in preparation 
for reconciliation or audit and, during the contract administration 


phase, make sure the contractor satisfactorily completes commitments 
in the contract. 
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PRACTICAL Most of PWGSC’s procurement opportunities are advertised on the 
INSTRUCTIONS MERX electronic tendering system. However, source lists are still 


ON REGISTERING used for most low-dollar-value regional procurements. 

AS A SUPPLIER If your business 1s local (wholesaler, retailer, service agency or 
manufacturer) and is limited by its location to supplying on a regional 
basis, you should apply for regional sourcing on the Automated 
Vendor Rotation System (AVRS) within your region.

INDUSTRIAL ae 
_SECURITY 


A number of contracts and standing offers issued by PWGSC require 
that contractors and their personnel be security-screened in order to 
have access to DESIGNATED or CLASSIFIED information or assets 
or sensitive government establishments. These contracts or standing 
offers can only be awarded to companies that hold a valid facility 
security clearance, issued by the Industrial Security Division (ISD) of 
the AMES Sector at the time of award. Depending on the 
circumstances, companies that are not facility security cleared may be 
deemed “non-compliant” at the close of the bidding on procurements 
which contain DESIGNATED or CLASSIFIED requirements. 


If your company provides goods or services likely to result in your 
personnel having access to DESIGNATED or CLASSIFIED 
information or assets or sensitive sites, you should request a facility 
security clearance from PWGSC. This should be done as soon as 
possible as it can take six months or more to establish a facility 
security clearance for your company. 


Requests for facility security clearance can only be accepted from 
companies that are potentially capable of doing business with the 
department.

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This overview of Major Crown Projects (MCPs) gives a description of 
all ongoing projects for which Public Works and Government Services 
Canada (PWGSC) provides procurement functions and project 
management services. 


Major Crown Projects are high-risk, complex, politically sensitive 
projects valued at over $100 million. The supplier base for MCPs 
covers nearly every industrial sector within Canada and involves large 
companies as prime contractors and small businesses or consultants as 
subcontractors. 


The Director General, Aerospace, Marine and Electronics Systems 
(AMES) Sector, is the service line manager for all Major Crown 
Projects. This booklet includes projects administered by the AMES 
and Science, Informatics and Professional Services (SIPS) Sectors. It 
provides a brief description of each project along with the names of 
project managers, client department contacts and, if applicable, prime 
contractor contacts for subcontracting opportunities.

This project calls for the replacement of the automated portion of the 
Canadian Forces Supply System. The computer-based inventory 
management supply system will keep track of the 1,400,000 
separately stock-numbered items of military equipment, ranging from 
spare parts to major equipment. 


About $31.3 million was approved for phase I, the project definition 
phase, which was completed in September 1993. SHL Systemhouse of 
Ottawa was selected in March 1994 as the implementation contractor. 
The implementation contract was awarded in January 1995. The 
approximate value of the implementation contract is $151 million and 
the project is expected to be completed in 1999.

The CFUTTH project has been established to acquire 100 Bell-412 
helicopters worth $754.5 million. Designated as the CH-146, the 
CFUTTH helicopter is intended to replace the CH-118 Iroquois, the 
CH-135 Twin Huey and the CH-136 Kiowa currently being used by the 
Department of National Defence.

The Canadian Search and Rescue Helicopter (CSH) project has been 
established to replace the aging fleet of Labrador helicopters and 
Hercules/Buffalo fixed wing aircraft. Fifteen non-developmental 
helicopters are required by the Department of National Defence 
(DND) to maintain the search and rescue (SAR) capability. The 
government’s intention is to acquire, through purchase or lease, the 
new SAR helicopters. 


The preliminary project approval was received in February 1996. All 
helicopters are scheduled to be in service by the year 2001.

The Electronic Support and Training Systems (EST) project will provide 
the Department of National Defence with the ability to train its land, sea 
and air forces under conditions of simulated electronic warfare (EW). 
This means replicating potentially hostile EW emitters and tactics so that 
Canadian Forces personnel and weapons systems can be exercised in 
EW environments that approximate those likely to be found in theatres 
of operation where Canadian Forces are committed. 


The definition phase was completed in August 1990. The 
implementation phase, valued at $127.7 million, commenced in 
February 1993. The project is scheduled for completion in late 1997.

ISPR involves the redesign of the Income Security Programs (Canada 
Pension Plan and Old Age Security programs) service delivery 
operations. This comprises the planning, definition, development and 
implementation of the new integrated client services delivery operations 
that will move Income Security Programs from its current position to 
that envisioned for the future, including, in particular, the development 
of the required human resources and organizational aspects, training 
program and information technology.

The LAV-RECCE project involves the acquisition of 203 light 
armoured 8-wheeled vehicles configured for reconnaissance and 
surveillance duties. The vehicles are being produced by the Diesel 
Division of General Motors in London, Ontario, a division of General 
Motors Canada, and are intended to replace DND’s aging LYNX 
tracked vehicles over the period from 1996 to 1998. The project, 
estimated to cost in excess of $800 million, offers substantial 
subcontracting opportunities, and will provide attractive industrial and 
regional benefits for Canadian industry, especially for surveillance 
system work.
